ledge.of him, whom God bad thus, given 
to be Head over all Things ta the Church,

Txrs Union of Jew and Gentile, un- 
der one common Head, in one common 
Fellowſhip. of ſpiritual Privileges, rela- 
ting to a future Life, being the great 
Point which the Apoſtle inſiſts upon in 
this Epiſtle; and the Calling of the Gen- 
tiles to the true Knowledge of God 
through, Chriſt, being particularly com- 
mitted to him as Apoſtle of the Gentiles;

he, who am lee than'the haſt of allSaints, . 

is this Grace given, that F-ſhould preach 

among the Gentiles the nnſearchable Riches. 
Cre, and to male all Men ſee what 

is the Fblloꝛꝑſbip f the Myſtery which from 

the Beginning of the World hath been hid 

in God, who" created all Things by Feſus 
Chrift. The very ſame Account he gives 
of this Matter in his Epiſtle to the Colo 
Jans, calling that Miniftry which was 
committed to him, 4 Diſpenſation of Cob Loy, 
God fully to preach the Word: of God, even 
the Myſtery which had been bid from Ages 
and Generations, but was then made ma- 
neſt to his Saints, to whom God would 
make known what is the Richneſs of the 
Glory of this Myſtery, which is Chrift 
among you, ſays he, the Hope of Glory. 

This Aceount of the Scope and Deſign | 
of the Text may lead us to conſider 
the * Partieulars. |

God's Will. diſcovered to them. But as. 


their total Ignorance of the Matter, — 


in a particular Manner affect them, both 


becauſe” St. Paul, being the Apoſtle f 
the Gentiles, and directing his Epiſtie 
chiefly to ſuch as had been Converts fram 
Gentilifm, may be ſuppoſed prineipally 
to intend their Ignorance! by ſuch Ex pre- 
ſions ; and becauſe” in this very Epiſtie,

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ture 3 for he himſelf in his Epiſtle —_— in 0% 
Nomans alſures of the contrary. But. their 
being without Hope, and without God,. 
muſt be explained by their being Aliens 
from the Common - wealth of Iſrael, and 
Strangers from the Covenant of Promiſe, 
that is, they were not Members of that 
Community to which God Almighty, by 
particular Revelation from Heaven had 
given a written Law, and with which he 
had entred into Covenant, and had made 
 diſtin& Promiſes of good Things (upon 
keeping that Covenant. The Gentiles 
had no true Revelation communicated 
to them, nothing more than the Light 
of Nature to direct them, and even n that 
alſo they had miſerably »corrupted, ad. 
through groſs Superſtition, and Idolatry, 
and all Manner of Wickedneſs, almoſt ex- 
tinguiſhed, ſo that they might be faid 
to, be eyen without Gad, having depraved 
all the original Notions of the One, True 
God: and, they were, without Hope, be- 
cauſe - they had no direct. Promiſe from 
God to aſſure them what. they might ex- 
pect or hope for from him for the f 0

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known unto the Sous of Men. Now theſe 7 
are very conſiſtent if we do but obſerve; 
that not only the Gentiles | themſelves 
were ignorant of theſe Prophecies, and 
of all other tue Revelations, as we 
obſerved before, but even the Jews, 
who had the keeping of theſe Oracles, 
were yet Strangers to the true Mean- 
ing of them, as they were to many 
other Paſſages relating to the Meſſias. 
And ſo St. Paul ſays in his Sermon at 
Antioch, T hey that dwell at Feruſalem, and At. xii. 
their Ruler, | becauſe they knew (not him, 
vor yet the: Voices the Prophets which 
are read every Sabbath Day, they . have 
fulfilled: them in condemning Bim. Not- 
withſtanding all the expreſs Paſſages of 
the Prophets, they had ſo groſs and world- 
ly a Notion of the Meſſias, and of a 
temporal: Kingdom under him, and were 
ſo conceiteda of their being Arubams 
Children; and by Conſequence ſole Heirs 
of the Promiſes made to him and his Seed, 
that they could not entertain any other 
Thoughts of the reſt of Mankind, but 
as of Perſons common and unelean, and 
not fit to be Partakers of any ſuch - Pro- 


miſes of Bleſſing frem God. Even the A-

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poſtles themſelves were carried away with 
this national Prejudice till they were par- 
ticularly inſtructed better by the Holy 
Ghoſt. So that notwithſtanding all that 


the Prophets had ſaid concerning the 


Gentiles, conſidering with what Preju- 


dice and Partiality they were underſtood, 
tis no Wonder that the Apoſtle ſo often 


calls this a Myſtery or Secret not known 


to former Ages: We may therefore .

II. That after the Coming of Chriſt 


God was pleaſed to make divers expreſs 
Revelations of this Matter; partieularly 


to his holy Apoſtles and Prophets by the 


Spirit. What had formerly been kept 


ſeeret in the Manner J have mentioned, 
begun now by divers Steps and Degrees 
to be opened; for the whole of it was not 
diſcloſed all at once, but in ſuch Propor- 
tion as Men were able to bear it. There 
were great Difficulties firſt to be removed, 
both on the Part of the Gentiles them- 

ſelves, and alſo on the Part of the Jews, 


before ſuch a Revelation could have any 


great Effect. For as the Gentiles general- 
ly deſpiſed the Jews, as a ſingular and ſu- 
| , per- 
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— Sort of . hardly. worth 
taking Notice of; ſo the Jews look d up— 
on all other Nations but themſelves as 
profane, and Enemies to God, and not fit 

to be converſed withal. The Gentiles were 
therefore to be prepared to expect ſome- 
thing more than ordinary from that People 
whom they had ſo much before contemned. 
This the Providence of God had made 
Way for, by ſeveral Difperſions of the 
Jews; and by the Tranſlation of their 
Seriptures into the Language of the Gen- 
tiles, whereby they begun to be the more, 
taken Notice of, and ſeveral ſerious Per- 
ſons became in part Proſelytes to their 
Religion; and from; reading the Prophets 
probably; it was, that fome obſcure Noti- 
on at leaſt got among the Heathen, of a Sueton. 
mighty Prince to ariſe, out of Fade, ap. .. 
This indeed does not prove that they were Teel. 
in auy Meaſure acquainted with the Na- 3j. 
ture and Deſign of his future Kingdom, 
any more than the Prophet's cen, 
him to be the. Daſire of all Nations (Hug. 
ii. 7 implies that all Nations were actu- 
ally ſenſible of their Want of him; but: 
only that they had great. Reaſon to os 
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him, though born among the Jews. What 
that Intereſt . wasgctrequired further Tlme 
and Inſſruction, before it could be perfe&- 
ly known even to the Jews themſelves, 
and might poſſibly be one of thoſe Fhings 
which our: Savibur told his Diſciples they 
could not bear While he was with them, 
but which the Spirit of Truth ſhould af- 
ter wards teach them; and therefore the 
Text tells us it was by the Spirit that 
this Myſtery: was made known to the A- 
poſtles and Prophets; and this we find ta 
have been the Caſe from the Acts of the 
Apoſtles. For at firſt even our Lord's 
Diſciples for ſome Time retained the 
common Jewiſh .- Prejudices// againſt the 
Gentiles, inſomuch that, They who'2were 
ſcattered abroad upon the Perſecution f 
| Stephen, though they zravellcd abroad as 
Jar as Phenice, and Cyprus, and Antioch, 
preaching the Word, yet they did it to the 
Fews -only, Acts xi. 19. But when St. 
Peter was by a divine Viſion, and the 
Command of the Spirit alſo, ſent to preach 
to Cornelius the Centurion, a devout 
Gentile ; and upon his preaching, the Gift 
of the Holy Ghoſt was miraculouſly pou- 
red upon the Gentiles alſo; though they

And when 


St. Peter was afterwards obliged to give 


an Account of this whole Tranſaction, 


and of the Part which he acted in it, to 


the Church at Feruſalem, in Vindication 
of himſelf for converſing with Men un- 
circumciſed; after they heard his Rela- 


tion, They held their Peace, and ghrified * 3 
God, faying,' Then hath Gad alſo to tie 


Gentiles: granted Repentance unto Life. 
Here was indeed one great Difficulty re- 
moved, and the Gentiles were now 
thought capable of Salvation through 
Chriſt. by the Apoſtles; but there ſtill re- 
main d a Prejudice among the Jewiſh 
Converts, that they ſtill thought the Ob- 
ſervation of the whole Law of Moſes as 


neceſſary now for the Gentiles, as it had 


been formerly for the Jews. But this 
Point alſo was by the Apoſtles and Elders 
" Cound at ae determined in 

C Fa- 
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Fayopr af the . — tu 
Wonders, which God had wrought among 
Narnabas, but the Writings alſo of the 
ancient Prophets, are now produced, to 
eſtahliſh this Determination. And tis ob- 
ſeryable that St. James, the Biſhop: of the 


Circumeiſion, or Jewiſh Chriſtians, at 
takes Notice not only of the Fad whien 
Peter. (or. Syeneon; as he calls him) had 


related concerning the Holy Ghoſt being 


given to the Gentiles upon his preaching 
ta them, which was one Way of reveal- 
ing this Myſtery by the Spirit; which he 
calls God's Miſdiug tio Geutilur, to u 
out of them a: People; for bir Namo; but 
he alſo takes Notice of the Agreement 
of this with the ancient Prophecies. of the 
Old Teſtament; and then adds this Bpi- 
phonema; Known unio G are all git 
Horks from the: Beginning of 'the World's 
intimating thereby, that this had bœen 
God's Deſign from the Beginning, as was 
now evident from the Words of formen 
Prophets, though their | Propliecies had 
not been fully underſtood till theſs cor-
